Tientsin — to — Japanese war- 


planes rained bombs on the van- 
guard of the advancing Chinese 
armies today at Tehchow on the 
border of Hopeh and Shantung 
provinces 80 miles south of here. 


A column of Japanese infantry, 


supported by artillery and tanks, 
was pressing southward by forced 
marches to dispute the advance of 
the central government troops into 
Hopeh province. 


While more reinforcements pour- 


ed in. from Manchoukuo, the Japa- 
nese-sponsored state on the north, 
Japanese scouting and bombing 
planes roamed over a wide area to 
the south. 


After twice bombing Paotingfu, 


on the Peiping-Hankow railroad 
southwest of Peiping in 
Hopeh 


province, one fleet of 
Japanese 


planes proceeded 
south into 
the 


heart of Honan province to view 
Chengchow. strategic rail junction 
and the most important 
Chinese 


military center in the vicinity. 


Chinese Planes Inactive 


Other Japanese planes scouted 


Tsinan, capital of Shantung prov- 
ince, to the east. 


Central 
government air 
force 


concentrations at Chengchow offer- 
ed no resistance. 


Japan claims she holds a special 


sphere of influence in the North 
China province and in a week of 
undeclared war has captured its 
two main cities—Tientsin and Peip- 
ing. 


The Japanese troops 
were re- 


ported to have reached a point 15 
miles south 
of Tientsin, fighting

animated, the dancers adding many 
steps and motions and beginning 
to circle. Others of the crowd at 
rear, all in the most gorgeous re- 
galia with eagle feather headdress- 
es, joined in the dance.

Washington—President Roosevel 


has been advised that he can de 
feat the will of the United States 
senate and appoint a member of the 
supreme court of the United States

1 Thus, without 
allowing 
the 


United States 
senate

press its advice 
and 
consent as 
Lawrence 
required by the 


constitution, the president is being 
told a justice can serve on the su- 
preme court for a whole term of 
court, which runs from October to 
June. 


The precise point at issue—when 


a vacancy must be filled—has nev- 
er been passed upon by the su- 
preme court of the United States it- 
self and there are as many good le- 
gal grounds for arguing that Attor- 
ney General Cummings has render- 
ed the wrong advice as to suggest 
that his opinion is conclusive. 


The constitution's language is as 


follows: 


"The president shall have power 


to fill up vacancies that may hap- 
pen during the recess of the senate, 
by 
granting commissions which 


shall expire at the end of their next 
session." 


Che question is what does the 


word "happen" really mean? It is 
insisted by the administration that 
the word may 
be construed to 


mean all vacancies "that may hap- 
pen to exist during the recess of 
the senate." 


This' 
interpretation, 
however, 


arises from a peculiar set of cir- 
cumstances in a given case which 
in reality does not apply at all to 
the present situation. Back in 1830, 
a vacancy occurred in the office of 
United States district attorney, and, 
in those days, the circuit judges 
had power to fill the vacancies. 
Henry Farrow was the incumbent. 
When his term 
expired, a circuit 


judge appointed him 
to 
fill 
the 


vacancy. Then the president came 
along with another appointment, 
namely John Bigby. and the nomi 
nation was sent to the senate while 
that body was in session, but failed 
of action. A dispute arose as to the 
power of the president to make a 
recess appointment for Mr. Bigby. 


Different Situation 


Clearly this is different from the 


circumstances existing today with 
respect to Justice Van Devanter 
who retired from 
the supreme 


court on June 2 during a session oi 
the senate, and no norrrtnalion has 
been made by the president. 


Yet, in the Farrow case, which 


was decided by Judge Woods for 
the circuit court, northern district 
of Georgia, constituting really the 
highest federal court ruling avail- 
able, the opinion of the court, in- 
stead of supporting, really rejects 
the reasoning of those who insist 
that "happen" means in all cases 
"happens to exist" during a recess 
of the senate. 


Judge Woods quoted 
with ap- 


proval the opinion of William Wirt. 
attorney general under President 
Monroe. Said Mr. Wirt: 


"The constitution does not look 


to the moment of origin of the va- 
cancy but to the state of things at 
the point of time at which the pres- 
idert is called upon to act. Is the 
senate in session? 
Then 
he must 


make a nomination to that body. 
Js it in recess? Then the president 
must fill the vacancy by a tem- 
porary commission. This seems to 
me to be the only construction of 
the constitution which 
is compa- 


tible with its spirit, reason and 
purpose, while at the same time it 
offers no violence to its language, 
and these are. I think, the govern- 
ing points to which all sound con- 
struction looks." 


Judge Woods pointed out that 


"this opinion was concurred 
in by 


Roger Tancy when he was attorney 


general under President Jackson, 
the same man who was later chief 
justice. But Mr. Tancy 
used the 


idea of "happen to exist" to cover 
an entirely different set of circum- 
stances than prevail today. He de- 
clared that the clause in the consti- 
tution was intended to provide "for 
those vacancies which might arise 
from accident, and the contingen- 
cies to which human affairs must 
always 
be liable." Mr. Taney's 


point was that, if, by some mis- 
chance, a nomination was omitted 
by a president through no deliber- 
ate intention, then a vacancy might 
be said to happen 
to exist. He 


added: 


"If it falls out that from death, 


inadvertence, or mistake, an office 
required by law to be filled, is in 
recess, found to be vacant, then a 
vacancy has happened during the 
recess and the president may fill 
it." 


New Issue 


This reasoning was tied closely to 


the notion that a nomination sent. 
to the senate might fail of confir- 
mation and that a recess appoint- 
ment would then be m order. This 
power is not questioned now. but 
the new issue is whether a presi- 
dent, fully cognizant of the exist- 
ence of a vacancy, refuses to send a 
nomination to the senate, makes a 
recess appointment and then re- 
'uses to withdraw the appointment 
f it is not confirmed by the sen- 
ate and keeps his appointee on the 
;upreme court 
throughout a full 


,erm of the court. 


Incidentally, congress 
itself has 


by law indicated that it does not 
approve of persons 
taking office" 


vl. i are not confirmed when there 
las been a chance for them to win 
:onfirmation. The revised statutes 


the United States ever since 1863 


lave provided: 


"No money shall be paid from the 


reasury as a salary to any person 
ppointcd during the recess of the 
enate, to fill a vacancy in any ex- 
sting office, if the vacancy existed 
while the senate was in session, and 
vas by law required to be filled by 
nd with the advice and consent of 
the senate, until such appointee has 
been confirmed by the senate." 


_ The most important court deci- 
sion of recent years bearing on the 
point at issue was in Colorado in 
1925 when a clause in-the state con- 
stitution, virtually the same as that 
in the federal constitution, was con- 
strued by the 
supreme 
court of 


Colorado to mean that, once a va- 
cancy occurs during a session of 
the upper house of the legislature, 
a nomination must then be made or 
else a recess appointment is barred. 
The Colorado legislature met on

fice. . . . It follows that the gov- 
ernor cannot make an ad interim 
appointment in the 
present case 


but must await the session of the 
senate or call a special session."

There is another very important 


point involved in the present con- 
troversy. Virtually all the opinions 
of past attorneys general relate to 
recess 
appointments 
of 
officers 


who are not specifically mentioned 
in the constitution, such as supreme 
court judges, ambassadors and min- 
isters. Rarely does a foreign ambas- 
sador go to his post except with 
senate confirmation. Even though 
President Lincoln's attorney gener- 
al ruled that a recess appointment 
of a supreme court justice could be 
made, it so happens that the ap- 
pointee did not take his seat till he 
was confirmed by the senate. The 
precedent since the days when a 
recess appointment of Judse Rut- 
ledge in Washington's administra- 
tion was rejected by the senate has 
been for justices to await confirma- 
tion by the senate even though ap- 
pointed during a recess. Would Mr. 
Roosevelt insist that his appointee 
take his seat, and if the new justice

Work in Wisconsin Is Part 


Of Nation-Wide Con- 


servation Project

\Va*hington—A vast program of 


"planting" game fish, 
improving 


streams and lakes in Wisconsin's 
state and national forests is being 
carried on by the 
CCC. Civilian 


Conservation Corps Director Rob- 
ert Fechner said today. 


This program, as part of a nation- 


wide project,' has not only greatly 
improved conditions this season, 
but has helped the United States 
Bureau of Fisheries in increasing 
the output of federal hatcheries to 
meet future demands. 


Badger CCC enrollees in camps 


in two national forests and seven 
state forests have planted a total of 
39,804,755 fish in the 
past three 


years. 


Streams, 
ponds and lakes have 


been improved and scores of rear- 
ing ponds have been or are now 
under construction. 


"It was seen necessary 
at the 


start of this work to carry out a 
two-edged program," Fechner ex- 
plained. "Increased output of hatch- 
eries could not be used 
to stock 


streams which were poor in con- 
dition to sustain fish life. So a pro- 
gram of fish stream and lake im- 
provement 
was launched which 


sought to restore fast-disappearing 
natural factors needed 
to sustain 


fich-life and reproduction." 


Many Wisconsin streams in log- 


ged and burned-over areas were 
choked with debris and their chan- 
nels made shallow and sluggish 
from silt and sand eroded from de- 
nuded slopes, the CCC found. 


Natural gravel spawning 
beds 


had become blanketed by sediment 
and 
water 
temperatures driven 


above the point where game fish 
could survive. 


The CCC.camps of the Chequam- 


egon National Forest concentrated 
on the construction of trout rearing 
ponds. The first project was the 
building of eight such ponds at 


Spring Brook. It is the larsest oi 
its 'kind on the state nnd cost ap- 
proximately $5.000.000 in materials. 
requiring 1.7CO CCC man days. 


Much of the time the CCC en- 


rollces have had to work in the 
winter when ice 
had to be cut 


through to 
plant the fish fry and 


fingcrlings. 
This activity, accord- 


ing to Fechner, calls for extreme 
care to avoid killing the young fish 
by rough handling or uneven tem- 
peratures.

Perhaps Costello "doth 
protest too 


much" and too vehemently. Those who 
bring incense to burn at Soviet altars 
(sic),—what right have they to call on 
"democracy loving persons"? And those 
who feebly smile upon or openly en- 
courage Russian theories and tactics, 
what right have they to rant against "the 
foul spewings" of Hitlerism? 


There is no right in any man to de- 


nounce perverse doctrines of the Stalin 
or Hitler brand unless he denounces both. 


Only those who with might and main 


are ready to defend the American democ- 
racy against attacks from all sides have 
the right to shoot burning arrows at one 
of the many heads of that hydra-headed 
monster called despotism. 


From the standpoint of words, mere 


words, the Kenosha CIO statement would 
attract attention. Its language was care- 
fully selected, well knit together, and 
created a harmonious whole. 
But the 


AFL statement, though simple and un- 
adorned, carried unmistakable conviction 
because one could feel so sure that it was 
earnest and genuine to the core. 


TROTSKY'S WARNING 


"Whatever else may be said about Leon 


Trotsky, it must be ad.nitted that he is a 
forthright 
gentleman. 
He has a goal, 


"the world revolution," and he presses 
on toward that goal. 
His observations 


command the attention, if not the support, 
of informed persons. 


Trotsky has done his share of furtive, 


undercover plotting in those old days be- 
fore his leader, Lenin, and his co-conspir- 
ators joined to overthrow an empire. But, 
when occasion offered, Trotsky even then 
never wasted an opportunity to announce 
his purpose. 


Though, in those old days, Trotsky, nee 


Leiba Braunstein, as an obscure writer 
for equally obscure radical publications 
•in New York City, found few in this 
country at least who were willing to listen 
to him. 


Who could be concerned, then, with 


the ambitions of "a little group of political 
fanatics? 
What was this talk of a Third 


International? 
For that matter, what 


were the First and Second Internationals? 


Few knew, and fewer appreciated their 


significance.

Answer to bored questionings were 


written in blood in- the streets of Petro- 
grad and a hundred Russian towns. The 
United States, and the world, found an- 
swers in grim headlines in their news- 
papers. 


Trotsky, the obscure pamphleteer, was 


catapulted by the Russian revolution into 
a place of power. 


Trotsky's career, since then, is com- 


mon knowledge. His objectives are un- 
changed. 


Now, because of his record, he com- 


mands attention when he talks about "tens 
of thousands" of members of a new revo- 
lutionary organization in 30 countries, en- 
rolled in a movement 
to 
establish a 


Fourth International dedicated to world 
revolution. 


Trotsky is forthright, as was remarked 


before. 
What a different story might 


have been written had his 
statements 


commanded attention 20 and more years 
ago. 


Perhaps it is fortunate that Trotsky 


always has scorned to conceal his objec- 
tives. 


The world knows what to expect. There 


is time to prepare for the revolution Trot- 
sky is laboring to bring about; time, too. 
for planning measures to checkmate his 
"tens of thousands." 


The threat is a real one. If communist 


revolt is launched elsewhere in the world. 
it will be by men who are much better 
prepared than was the case when bol- 
shevists seized power in Russia. 


It is occasion for surprise that so little 


significance is attached to possible impli- 
cations in the Spanish crisis. 


Fighting with the loyalists are some 


thousands of volunteers representng a 
dozen nations. 
These are men who are 


fighting for a Cause. 


These men of the International Brigade 


are being schooled in modern war. Those 
who survive and return to their home- 
lands, hard-bitten veterans of desperate 
fighting, will be the core of the movement 
Trotsky espouses. 


Trotsky's words in this respect may be 


accepted at face value. The world "will 
do well to listen to them.

that the declarer had reduced his 
trumps 
equal to that of West's. 


South's heart king was taken .in 
dummy with the ace. the heart ten 
laid down and all hands followed 
suit Then North's last diamond 
was trumped with South's spade 
eight and, as you see. West had no 
alternative but to lead into the de- 
clarer's tenace in spades.

cussion as to what, in' bridge par- 
lance. the play of this hand would 
be called. Is it an inverse grand 
coup, or just another end play?

In bridge parlance, the type of 


play necesary to the fulfillment of 
the contract is known as a "trump 
reducing play" 
or 
"trump end 


play." It is. of course, a variation 
of the grand coup. But the fact 
that the long trumps are on de- 
fender's left, rather than his rignt, 
makes the play somewhat more 
difficult as well as more exciting. 


The final contract 
was logical 


and the play deserves great praise. 
Most of us. on viewing the East- 
West hands, would contract for a 
small slam in spades with consider- 
able trepidation and. if we fulfilled 
it. would have grounds for strut- 
ting.

basis for figuring Wisconsin bene- 
fits under the proposed 1938 federal 
agriculture-conservation program. 


At a meeting at the college of ag- 


riculture with representatives of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, Kenneth Hones of Col- 
fax, representing 
Dunn 
county, 


and Paul Weiss of Barnum. repre- 
senting Crawford county, declared 
Wisconsin is being penalized for 
having carried on for many years 
the widespread use of legume crops 
and other soil conserving practices 


Warren Clark, director of univer- 


sity agriculture extension courses, 
explained that the proposed basis 
for figuring soil conservation bene- 
fits under the projected program 
is 63 per cent of the total crop land 
in Wisconsin, or about 6,250,000 of 
th? nearly 12,000.000 acres. 


Affects Added Acreage 


This means, he added, that 37 per 


cent of the crop 
land 
must be 


planted in soil conserving crops be- i 
fore any benefits will be paid in 
the state. Much Wisconsin land al- 
ready is planted with 
alfalfa, he 


said, but only 
increased acreage
